A  new  welding  program 
began  operation  in  the  fall  of 
2000.  Funding  by  the 
Mississippi  Department  of 
Education  will  provide  new 
equipment  scheduled  to  be 
purchased  during  Fiscal  Year 
2002  to  enhance  the  program. 

The  LPN  program  in  Magee 
graduated  its  first  class  in 
December  2000.

College  continues  participa- 
tion in  the  NSF  Technology 
Partnership  Project  along 
with  Jones  County  Junior 
College.  The  grant  has  pro- 
vided technical  training  in 
the  use  and  management  of 
local  and  wide-area  network 
systems.  Co-Lin's  participa- 
tion in  this  grant  has  resulted 
in  the  establishment  of  a 
Cisco  Local  Training 
Academy,  which  provides  stu- 
dents with  instruction  on  the 
design,  implementation,  and 
maintenance  of  wide-area 
networks.  Department 
instructors  also  have  benefit- 
ed from  Information 
Technology  Online,  which  is 
a  web-based  program  of 
study  in  the  programming 
and  networking  areas.

An  additional  instructor  par- 
ticipated in  a  training  work- 
shop on  the  Linux 
operation  systems.

2000-2001 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Tech  Prep 
Consortium  hosted  various 
training  sessions  and  meetings 
at  the  Wesson  and  Natchez 
campuses.  One  hundred  fifty- 
seven  secondary  and  postsec- 
ondary  teachers  attended  fall 
training  sessions.  Ten  technolo- 
gy training  sessions  involving 
108  educators  were  held  during 
the  spring  semester.  Other  ses- 


sions involving  256  teachers, 
staff,  and  administrators 
included  articulation  meetings, 
contextual  and  integrated  learn- 
ing, problem-based  learning, 
and  learning  styles.  The  consor- 
tium hosted  a  regional  meeting 
for  Wesson,  Crystal  Springs, 
Mendenhall,  and  McComb  with 
the  National  Career  Assessment 
Services,  Inc.,  in  September  at 
the  Thames  Center.  These  area 
schools  were  selected  by  NCASI 
to  participate  in  the  statewide 
assessment  of  Tech  Prep. 

Twenty-seven  counselors  and 
career  center  technicians 
attended  their  October  meeting, 
and  thirty-four  attended  work- 
shops on  CX  Online,  Choices, 
and  Career  Futures  software.

Copiah-Lincoln  Community

for  individuals  and  organi- 
zations from  the  college 
service  area  and  beyond. 
Many  of  these  programs  and 
services  are  offered  through 
departments  in  the  Division 
of  Community  Services. 

Adult   Education 

There  were  approximately 
1,000  participants  in  Adult 
Basic  Education  (ABE)  class- 
es hosted  at  various  loca- 
tions throughout  the  college 
district  during  2000-2001. 
Over  600  individuals  took 
the  General  Educational 
Development  (GED)  test  at 
the  college.  In  addition,  the 
Adult  Education 


Department  developed  an 
initiative  to  acquire  broad- 
cast rights  to  the 
Annenberg/CPB  Channel, 
which  is  particularly  useful 
to  educators,  both  for  pro- 
fessional development  and 
classroom  teaching.  The 
Adult  Education 
Department  videotapes  any 
broadcast  upon  request  from 
educational  entities. 
Information  on  the  channel 
and  its  broadcast  schedule 
can  be  obtained  by  visiting 
the  Annenberg/CPB  website 
at  www.learner.org. 

Continuing  Education 

The  Wesson  campus  offered 
17  special  interest  classes  in 
the  summer  of  2000,  26 
classes  in  the  fall  of  2000, 
and  32  classes  in  the  spring 
of  2001.  Approximately  223 
individuals  participated  in 
these  75  classes  which 
included  such  offerings  as 
automobile  maintenance, 


computer  operations  and 
applications,  scrap  booking, 
and  investing.  The  depart- 
ment also  offered  a  class  for 
first-time  home-buyers 
through  a  partnership  with 
Housing  &  Urban 
Development  (HUD). 

The  Natchez  campus  offered 
2  special  interest  classes  in 
the  summer  of  2000,  7  class- 
es in  the  fall  semester,  and 
14  classes  in  the  spring 
semester.  Approximately  250 
individuals  participated  in 
these  classes. 

Institute  for  Learning 
in  Retirement  (ILR) 

The  Wesson  ILR  witnessed 
its  fourth  consecutive  record 
enrollment  in  2000-2001 
with  155  members.  In  2000- 
2001,  the  ILR  on  the  Wesson 
campus  hosted  9  luncheon 
lectures  that  included  vari- 
ous musical  and  literary  pre- 
sentations; 20  special  interest 
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classes  on  topics  such  as  exer- 
cise, Spanish  History,  and 
genealogy;  9  one-day  trips  to 
destinations  such  as  Vicksburg, 
Jackson,  Hattiesburg  and  New 
Orleans;  and  3  overnight  trips 
to  destinations  such  as  Hodges 
Gardens  and  Honey  Island 
Swamp  in  Louisiana. 

On  the  Natchez  campus,  ILR 
enrollment  reached  127  mem- 
bers. Members  participated  in 
many  trips  to  destinations 
such  as  the  Canton  Flea 
Market;  Jackson;  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana;  the  Majesty  of 
Spain  exhibit;  and  the 
Catahoula  Wildlife  Refuge. 
Many  special  interest  classes 
were  also  offered  on  topics 
such  as  computers  and  Tai  Chi. 
Every  month,  a  Brown  Bag 
luncheon  was  held  with  a  guest 
speaker. 

Senior  AIDES 
The  Senior  AIDES  program 
provides  part-time  employ- 
ment for  men  and  women  55 
years  of  age  or  older  who  have 
limited  incomes.  Participants 
are  assigned  to  positions  that 
revitalize  and  enhance  their 
job  skills  while  supporting 
local  non-profit  and  govern- 
mental agencies.  In  2000-2001, 
the  program  employed  65 
Senior  Aides  and  served  53 
host  agencies.  In  addition,  for 
the  fifth  consecutive  year,  the 
Senior  AIDES  program  met  its 
unsubsidized  placement  goal 
of  25%  of  authorized  enroll- 
ment. 


Upward  Bound 
The  Upward  Bound  program 
assists  high  school  students 
who  are  potential  first-genera- 
tion college  students  or  who 
are  from  low-income  families 
in  developing  the  skills 
required  to  experience  success 
in  post-secondary  education. 
During  the  academic  year,  8 1 
students  participated  in 
instructional,  tutorial,  and 
counseling  services  at  their 
local  high  school  and  at  8 
monthly  sessions  held  on 
Saturdays  at  the  college.  In 
addition,  61  students  partici- 
pated in  the  6-week  summer 
residential  program  at  the  col- 
lege. 

Workforce  Development 
Center  (WFDC) 

This  department  served  the 
largest  number  of  individuals 
of  any  department  at  the  col- 
lege during  2000-2001.  The 
WFDC  sponsored  over  1,000 
training  classes  for  53  busi- 
nesses, industries,  and  other 
organizations  throughout  the 
college  district  with  approxi- 
mately 13,000  participants  in 
these  training  classes.  The 
WFDC  continues  to  address 
the  educational  and  train- 
ing needs  for  business  and 
industry  throughout  the 
college  district. 

Small  Business 
Development  Center 
(SBDC) 

The  Small  Business 
Development  Center 
(SBDC),  located  at  the 


Natchez  Campus,  served  a 
total  of  1 15  one-time  clients 
and  59  continuous  clients  dur- 
ing 2000-2001.  The  SBDC  was 
instrumental  in  preparing  loan 
packages  in  excess  of  $3.5  mil- 
lion for  the  creation  or  expan- 
sion of  small  businesses 
throughout  the  district  with 
total  anticipated  sales  of  $7.4 
million  in  the  local  economy. 

Thames  Center 

The  Billy  B.  Thames 
Conference  Center,  in  its  sec- 
ond full  year  of  operation, 
assisted  approximately  83 
community,  business,  campus, 
and  other  organizations  with 
meetings,  workshops,  and 
seminars.  In  2000-2001,  the 
Thames  Center  hosted  74 
computer-related  training 
classes  or  workshops,  153 
training  workshops/seminars, 
49  luncheons,  92  meetings, 
and  24  banquets.  In  addition, 
approximately  60  guests  took 
advantage  of  the  overnight 
accommodations  offered  by 
the  Thames  Center.  The 
Thames  Center  also  hosted  an 
exhibit  of  the  artwork  of  local 
sculptor  and  artist,  Dr.  Kim 
Sessums  of  Brookhaven. 
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First  Lady  of  Mississippi,  Melanie  Musgrove, 
spoke  at  the  2000  GED  graduation.

Faculty  houses  on  Lester  Furr  Drive  were  sold  and  removed 
to  prepare  for  construction  of  two  new  mens  dormitories. 


We  sson   Campus 
By  the  end  of  June  2001,  all  "faculty 
row"  houses  on  Lester  Furr  Drive  will 
be  removed  to  allow  for  site  prepara- 
tion for  construction  of  two  new 
men's  honors  dormitories,  which  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  December  2001. 
The  two  dormitories  will  house  64 
men,  replacing  the  rooms  in  Lincoln 
Hall,  which  will  be  removed  to  make 
way  for  an  instructional  technology 
building.  Construction  of  that  build- 
ing is  scheduled  to  begin  in  late  2003. 
It  will  house  technology  classrooms, 
technology  labs  and  general  class- 
rooms, as  well  as  faculty  offices  that 
will  be  moved  out  of  classrooms  in 
Smith  Hall. 

The  last  phase  of  Fortenberry 
Building  renovation  project,  Phase  III, 
has  begun  this  summer.  Classrooms  in 
the  drafting  division  will  receive  new 
ceilings,  lighting,  walls,  floors,  and 
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new  electrical 
outlets.  Phase  I, 
which  included 
renovation  of 
the  business 
and  office  sys- 
tems technolo- 
gy classrooms 
and  offices  and 
the  new  Pulp, 
Paper  and 
Chemical 
Program,  was 
completed  in 
the  summer  of  1999.  Phase  II,  renova- 
tion of  the  classrooms  for  the  elec- 
tronics and  applied  studies  programs 
and  offices  for  the  technology  divi- 
sion, were  completed  in  the  summer 
of  2000. 

Also,  the  landscaping  and  beautifica- 
tion  project  for  J.C.  Redd  Drive  was 
begun  during  this  past  year. 


Natchez   Campus 

The  college  purchased 
approximately  14.8  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  the 
Natchez  Campus  for  devel- 
opment of  the  new  fine 
arts  building  in  partner- 
ship with  Alcorn  State 
University.  Planned  is  a 
combination  education 
center  and  performing  arts 
center,  including  a  500-seat 
theatre  that  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  community. 


Co-Lin  owns  the  land,  while  Alcorn 
will  own  the  building;  both  colleges 
will  jointly  operate  the  center  -  a 
unique  arrangement  for  Mississippi 
Higher  Education. 
A  special  committee  comprised  of 
Alcorn  and  Co-Lin  officials  has  been 
reviewing  plans  for  use  of  the  building 
and  what  academic  programs  will  be 
housed  there. 

Future  Construction 
and  Renovation 
Projects  for  the  future  include  a 
"healthplex"  on  the  Wesson  Campus 
that  will  include  a  student  health  cen- 
ter, aerobics  facility,  fitness  room,  ath- 
letic weight  room  and  other  related 
spaces. 

At  the  Natchez  Campus,  plans  include 
a  student  services  complex,  to  include 
student  services  offices,  a  counseling 
center  and  space  for  student  activities.

Copiah-Lincoln  continues  to 
make  improvements  to  tech- 
nology services  offered  to 
students  and  faculty.  This 
past  year  saw  improvements 
made  in  several  key  areas. 
The  college  added  50  new 
computers  to  the  computer 
labs  in  the  Sandifer 
Communications  Building.  A 
new  computer  lab  was  creat- 
ed in  the  Learning  Center, 
and  the  original  lab  was 
upgraded  to  expand  access  to 
applications  and  to 
the  Internet. 

Also,  15  new  systems  were 
distributed  to  faculty  and 
staff  on  the  Wesson  Campus 
and  36  new  units  were  dis- 
tributed to  faculty  and  staff 
on  the  Natchez  Campus.  The 
college  has  strived  to  spend 
technology  dollars  locally

This  system  provides  access 
to  the  Internet  via  a  dialup 
connection  through  Co-Lin. 


technology  for  students  and  faculty. 
In  July  2001,  the  number  of 
lines  available  will  be 
increased  to  48.  Students  can 
now  receive  an  email 
account,  personal  storage 
space  and  Internet  home 
page. 

Other  technology  improve- 
ments include  upgrades  to 
the  Humanities  Lab  in  Smith 
Hall  and  to  the  Vocational 
Technical  Labs  in  the 
Fortenberry  Building. 

Co-Lin  continues  to  improve 
online  learning  opportuni- 
ties. This  past  year  saw  the 
installation  of  a  local 
Blackboard  5  server.  This 
enables  faculty  to  supple- 
ment regular  classroom 
instruction  or  to  use  as  a 
development  platform  for 
courses  on  the  Mississippi 
Virtual  Community  College. 
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Throughout  the  past  year,  all  segments  of  the 
college  participated  in  efforts  to  promote 
institutional  effectiveness,  the  concept  of 
continuously  striving  to  meet  college  goals 
and  maintaining  quality  as  an  effective  insti- 
tution. The  foundation  of  institutional  effec- 
tiveness at  Copiah-Lincoln  is  its  systematic, 
broad-based  planning  process.  The  college's 
planning  cycle  includes: 

*  development  of  annual  plans 

*  execution  of  plans 

*  obtainment  of  data  to  indicate  the  level  of 
achievement 

*  application  of  data  to  plans 

*  final  analysis,  and 

*  development  of  future  plans. 

Annual  evaluations  are  conducted  to  deter- 
mine areas  of  strength  and  weakness  as  well 
as  to  identify  opportunities  for  improve- 


ment.  Examples  of  annual  evaluations 
include: 

*  Student  Evaluation  of  Instruction 

*  Employee  Performance  Evaluation,  and 

*  Evaluation  of  Administration  and  Non- 
Teaching  Professional  Personnel. 

Throughout  the  course  of  a  year,  a  variety  of 
surveys  are  administered  to  current  students, 
alumni,  training  participants,  and  employees. 
Examples  of  these  include: 

*  Graduate  Survey  (Student  Opinion) 

*  Alumni  Survey  (Student  Opinion),  and 

*  Campus  Climate  Survey  (Employee 
Opinion). 

The  compilation  of  this  institutional  data 
gives  an  indication  of  how  students  feel  the 
college  is  as  a  place  to  learn  and  how 
employees  feel  the  college  is  as  a  place  to 
work.
